CHICAGO. Oct. 2.—In the United States 


court of appeals Monday, Judge Harlan 
of the United States supreme coilrt 
reading the opinon, the famous ' strike 
injunction of Judge Jenkins .was rather 
severely handled.

The centennial anniversary of the 


beginning of the coinage of'silver in 
this country will soon be readied. 
It 


was on .October .15, .1794, that the Phila- 
delphia mint turned out 1,785 of these 
dollars, each one of 371 # grains of 
pure silver, with the words "dollar 
unit" milled on the edges. The silver 
dollar was then, what the gold dollar 
is now, the standard of value. And it 
remained so until the final demonetiza- 
tion in 1873. Tho hundredth recur- 
rence of this anniversary will doubtless 
be used by tho friends of free silver 
coinage to make a demonstration fa- 
vorable to the metal. And such a his- 
toric occasion, it must be admitted, 
even by those who arc opposed to re- 
storing silver "to' the exalted place it 
held durHig more than ihree-quartcrs 
of our national existence, should not 
bo passed ovcr-without proper observ- 
ance. Silver island imist always re- 
main a largo part of our currency, and 
as such the date of' its introduction 
into our monetary system must remain 
an important one in our history-—St.

^•.'That..the';ros'e.is.:.the national flower 
ipJ rEngland^ and was accepted as sucvh 
•iat the conclusion of .the wars -of the 
roses,'when the red"-rose .of Lancaster 
and theTvhite rose of York were united 
by the marriage of the representatives 
frf .the;two:warring' ..hpuses,:mdst read- 
ersof -.history-know.' How this flower 
came to be the badge -of either house, 
not many :people;even'guess. The few 
students who suppose, they know its 
history:say.that. the', white,,rose icame 
to the house of'York through the fam- 
ily of Clifford, whose device it Had long 
been, and beyond whom it-cannot be 
traced. The red rose, it is supposed, 
dates back to Eleanor of Provence, 
queen of Henry III.,"and was her :per- 
sX>nal device, assumed- for love of" the 
"beautiful Provence roses of her native 
duchy, and transmitted to her descend- 
ants of Lancaster, 
! But in the recently published life of 
Dean Stanley, a devoted student of 
historic traditions, • a new and pic- 
turesque origin is assigned to the na- 
tional flower, 'He gathered the story 
while visiting in a chateau in the little 
town of Provins; France, and believed 
it to be correct. According to it, tho 
red rose of England was never a 
Provence rose, but instead was a rose 
of Provins. 


'The chateau of Provins belonged 


centuries ago to the counts of" Cham- 
pagne, and in the time of the Fourth 
Crusade one of these counts, called 
Thibaut the Troubadour, became a 
crusader and visited the Holy Land. 


On his return he brought to his wife 


a rose-bush with a. splendid bright 
crimson flower—the rose of Sharon— 
and this was planted in the castle gar- 
den, where it grew and flourished. 


Soon it spread to neighboring gar- 


dens, and the town became famous for 
roses. Wreaths for the great church 
festivals were made from these roses 
from the Holy Land; they, were used to 
jrace all gala occasions, and the good 
French housewives even turned them 
jO more practical account. They made 
such an appetizing delicacy from rose 
leaves, put up with sugar or sirup, that 
.ts.fame spread far beyond the imme- 
diate neighborhood, and it commanded 
a ready sale throughout the entire re- 
gion under the name of-Conserves de 
Roses de Provins. 


A generation later the prosperity of 


;he town received a'sad shock, and the 
^reserving industry no doubt suffered 
with the other industries of its citizens. 


Provins had a mayor of. such oppres- 


Ive views on the labor question that 
16 ventured to ring the great curfew 
)ell, 
which ended the working day, an 


lour later than had been customary. 


This the work-people would not en- 


lure. They mobbed tho unpopular 
nagistrate, and killed him in his own 
house. They did not stop to consider 
the- 
possible consequence of such an 


act. The line of the counts of Cham- 
pagne had become extinct, but Blanche, 
.the widow of the last one, had married 
Edmund Crouchback, first earl of Lan- 
caster, who promptly undertook to 
punish the unruly inhabitants. 


He made such havoc that the town 


never recovered from it, and had even 
to submit to having a new bell made 
and named Guillonette, in honor of the 
murdered 
mayor, Guillaume. 
This 


bell,, after six centuries, still rings the 
curfew in Provins every night. When 
Edinund went back to England, leav- 
ing- misery, poverty and terrified quiet 
behind him, he carried home, says 
Denn Stanley, two relics, 


"One was the yard measure which, 


for many years, was in France peculiar 
to Provins; the other was the crimson 
rose, which through him became the 
rose of Lancaster." 


The heraldic rose of England is still 


of blended red and white, significant 
of the union of the two great houses; 
but as Lancaster was victorious iu bat- 
tle, so also is the red rose the victor in 
popular favor, a"ucl it is of that, not of 
.the-'StifE "parti-colored''rosette erf 
tho 


British coat-of-arms, that we think as 
the emblem and flower of the nation. 


The old French crusader's holy rose, 


the rose of Sharon, the rose of Provins, 
has become the rose of England,

buildings, Fourth street, Ninth and 
Washington, Union street and colored 
school buildings were all right in every 
particular.

THE BOER LANGUAGE. 


It- Differs Materially from That of'-Hol- 


land. 


The "Afrikaansohe Taal" is not the 


I>utch of modern -Holland. .In its ori- 
gin it represents tho old Dutch of-the 
country districts;in-.the Netherlands, 
together with a tendency toward 
Flemish dialect. It has incorporated a 
great .deal of English and a little 
French, says the Fortnightly Review. 
Above \nll, its pronunciation is quite 
different to that of the .classic Dutch, 
and it:lends itself much more • readily 
to English tongues and palates. It is 
almost impossible for a'Dutchman of 
Holland, 011 arriving in South Africa, - 
to understand the native Dutch dialect. 


Words are greatly clipped, and,", al- 


though the abominable guttural "g^Vis. 
still retained, the equally fatiguing 
Dutch pronunciation of. "s-c-h" is hap- 
pily changed into a simple "sk." The 
vowels are pronounced almost as they 
would be by an Englishman. 
For in- 


stance,' "beest" is 'pronounced like 
"beast," not like'"baste," as it would 
be in Holland. A Cape Dutchman talks 
of "Do Beers;" he does not pronounce 
it "De Bares," as the real Dutchman 
would do. Needless to say, the "Afri- 
kaansche Taal" has no literature be- 
hind it, and all the best things written 
in Holland have either made their ap- 
pearance in Latin, French, or .even 
English, or have-rapidly been translated 
into those languages if intended to be 
widely read. The adoption, therefore, 
of the English language throughout 
South Africa is a necessity forced on 
that community by commerce, manu- 
factures, cunning enterprise, and all 
dealings with the outer world. 


As a matter of fact, a young Boer will 


learn English as quickly as a raw 
Scotchman would exchange his harsh 
dialect for the incisive, clear, quick 
speech of southern England. 


EARLY USE OF OXEN. 


They Preceded the Horse in Agricultural 


Labor. 


The help which our bovine servants 


render us by the power which they 
exert in traction, as in drawing plows, 
sleds or wagons, appears to have been 
first rendered long after their introduc- 
tion to the ways of man. The first of. 
these uses 
in which the drawing 


strength of these animals was made 
serviceable appears to have been in the 
work of plowing. In primitive days 
and with primitive tools, hand delving 
vas a sore task. 


The inventive genius who first con- 


trived to overturn the earth by means 
of the fdrked limb of a tree, shaped in 
the semblance of a plow and drawn by 
oxen, began a great revolution in the 
art of agriculture. 
To this unknown 


{jenius we may award a place among 
.the benefactors of mankind, quite as 
distinguished as that which is occupied 
by the equally unknown inventors of 
the arts of making fires or of smelting 
ores. After the experience with the 
strength of oxen had been won from 
the work of plowing it was easy to pass 
to the other grades of their employ- 
ment where they were made to draw 
carriages, 


Kext after the contribution which the 


kindred of the bulls have made by their 
strength we must set that which has 
come from their milk. Although this 
substance can be obtained in small 
quantities from several other domestic- 
ated animals, the species of the genus 
Bos alone have yielded it in sufficient 
quantities greatly to affect the develop- 
ment of man.

It is a fact 
well known to physiologists that in its 
simple form this substance is a com- 
plete food, capable when taken alone of 
sustaining life and insuring a full de- 
velopment of the body.

Coal-Dnit Explosion*.

through all the passageways. 
The 


wet particles, at once fall to the 
ground and may be washed away by 
falling water or trodden down by the 
feet of the miners. Recent investiga- 
tion seems to prove that gas alone pro- 
duces comparatively few of the more 
dreadful accidents, but that gas and 
coal 'dust mingled make an explosive 
compound that is greatly to be dreaded.
